The People of Russia.

Perry 5. Heath:  Although there are
many laws and customs existing among
the Russians that are reprehensible,
there are those one must admire and
admit to be just and advantageous. As
o body the Russinns are good people.
There are exceptions, of course, just ns
there are in America or any other
country. The trouble is the strangor
most frequently meets the exceptions®
1 do not want it understood that [ con-
demn her people, for T do not, But 1
believe there is more despotisin and op=s
pression, and more extreme exercise of
the individoal and  official power than
there should be: and if there wasa
grouter exhibition of humanity on the
purt of the tsar and lis counselors more
good would be done and more happi-
ness would be the result.,

In discussing the laws and institution s
of Russin the American naturally be-
comes impatient. Chunges are wrought
in ull monurchial countries by degees.
There are no political revolutions like
those  constantly taking place to a
greater or less extent undor constitu-
tional forms of government and in re-
publics. It may be, a8 has boen aregucd
to me by intelligent and patriotic Rus-
siuns, that the subjects of the tsare could
not be successfully ruled and the country
could not be proberly improved,with any
other than the present system of gov-
ernment, It is held that the very
character of the people prociudes the
practicability of & republican form of
government, and that with so many va-
rieties of blood and character the exer-
cise of the franchise, popular elections
and expressions [rom the people are not
to be considered,

I would have it understood that any
well-intentioned American who goes 1o
tlussia, armed with a passport properly
vised, is perfectly safe, if he conducts
himself with caution and propriety, and
that he will find nowhere a more inter-
esting people or institutions.

In constdering the defense made by
the revolutionists and nihilists in Rus-
sia of their hostile attitude to the tsar
and his laws, it is interesting to study
the position taken by native Russians
who are loyal to their ruler in sdvocut-
ing his cause. 1 formed an acquaintunce
with one of the most intelligent and in-
structive of the tsar's late subjects upon
my return from Russia to Washington.
Count Charles d’Arnaud was born, edu-
cated, and spent the major part of his
lile in Russin., He was o member of one
of the bhest known families of the em-
pire. He was in the Russinn engineor
corps during the Crimean war, and was
one of the army which resisted the gal-
lant charge of Tennyson’s noble six
bundred at the battle of Balakinva,
During the American civil war he came
to this country, was commissioned asa
captain, aud sssigned to duty on Gen-
eral Rosecrans” staff, His engineering
knowledge and ability as a topographer

ved to be invaluable w the union

Ad
the General Hawking mentioned was
for many years a eitizen of Omaha, the
statement s published in the Army
and Navy Journal possesses an wddi-
tional interest to his many friends in
this city, we give the account in full us
published:

The direct relation between Sheri-
dun’s expericnce in Oregon and his
subsequent earcor is shown by the state-
ment we receive from one of his class-

vacated. To answer I told him my army
experience had hoen almost entirely s
an infuntey officer and that | would not
like to ineur the responsibilities of u
cavalry commander, but that a proper
wirson for the Sccond Michigan would
we Captain Sheridan, of the Thirteenth
infantey, then serving in the quarter-
mister’s dopartment at Halloelk's head-
gquarters, 1 told him what I knew of
Sheridan, that he had been in command
of mounted troops in Oregon, and as
such had been mentioned in orders by
General Sgott and praised for his gal-
lantry. Soon after this conversation
with Granger, Shovidan was appointed
colonel to suecead him, and there can
be mno guestion  but that it was
done agreecably to the recommendation
and by the influence of Granger, and on
account of Sheridan’s record in Orvegon,
as <hown forth in Genernl Orders No.
14, Thiz communication is written for
the purpose of showing how the
events of 1856 determined those of 1862,
and Sheridan himself probably never
knew how much that order had todo
with hiz appointment. ‘Che eireum-
stances as narrated may also serve asan
encourngemoent and an incentive to the
yvoung ofticers of our army. and impress
on them the fact that good service has
always a good chance for ultimate recog-
nition and rowara,”™
